The consumer has been repay­ 
ing old debts at a record pace 
and contracting new debts at a 
reduced rate. 
Personal 
savings 
now are above the levels of recent 
vears. but still ars below the $37 
billion rate of 1944 when wartime 
shortages curtailed buying.

ONE ADVERSE FACTOR at the 
present time is the stock market 
decline. Most of the 1959 advance 
in prices has been erased in I960 
While for most people this has 
meant onlv the elimination 
of 
paper profits rather than actual 
losses, it probably has affected 
the willingness »o spend of 
a 
great many individuals. 
The dip in personal consumption 
expenditures in the third quarter 
this year was the first since the 
initial quarter of 1958. and was 
attributed to hesitancy on the part 
of the consumer. 


A DECLINE IN nondurable pur­ 
chases is unusual in a period of 
rising personal income, since ex­ 
penditures for soft goods, many of 
which are regarded as essential, 
tend to rise along with population 
growth. 


The volatility of durable pur­ 
chases again was displayed dur­ 
ing the quarter as consumers cut 
back sharply in their hard goods 
buying by $2 billion. 
Purchases of most 
household 
appliances have been below 1959 
throughout t h e >ear. New car 
buying, which was strong during 
the first half of the year, dropped 
sharply in 
July and 
continued 
slow through September. Despite 
a substantial pickup in new car 
sales in October and November 
dealers’ stocks are at a record 
high for this time of the year, 
and inventories also are high in 
the appliance and television areas. 
These are indications that produc­ 
tion schedules ha-.e not been gear­ 
ed down to sales levels in recent 
months.

Watch For Yule Thieves, Warns Kettmann

Christmas tim e is a “ ripe plum” 
of 
opportunity 
or 
would • be 
pickpockets, 
shoplifters, 
auto 
thieves and forgery experts —and 
if Palm Springs residents don’t 
follow the advice of the Palm 
Springs Police Department, they 
m ay become victims of thieving 
strangers. 
Chief of Police August G. Kett 
mann said today that his depart 
m ent has initiated a special de­ 
tail which would put maximum pro­ 
tection on the local streets and 
in local shopping districts to pro­ 
tect the local residents and vis­ 
itors. Plainclothesmen are already, 
he said, to combat potential thiev­ 
es who have helped raise the crime 
rate 17 per cent on the state­ 
wide level 


CHIEF KETTMANN added that 
Villagers should be “doubly alert 
to the situation because of the 
increasing num ber of jobless in 
the state.” 
To aid t h e local buyer and re­ 
tailer in the community, the de­ 
partm ent has suggested these se­ 
curity m easures for your protec­ 
tion: 
— P o n t carry purses with long 
strap handles and easy snap open- 
ngs. This b duck soup for the 
light • fingered artist who can 
pick you penniless while you're 
standing at a crowded store coun­ 
ter. And (¿ n 't leave your pocket- 
book gaping wide open. 


— DO NT THROW YOUR Christ­ 
m as packages in the car and then 
leave windows open and doors un­ 
locked. Strolling thieves hope you 
will. Lock your packages in the 
car trunk. 
“This not only keeps them out 
of sight, but m akes the would-be 
thief a oigeon for the hard-eyed 
plainclothes cops who keep watch,” 
Kettm ann said. 
— Watch your pocketbooks and 
packages, particularly in compact 
crowds at bus stops and eleva­ 
tors. These are favorite haunts of 
the larcenous and fadle fingered. 
— Make sure your charge plates 
and credit cards are returned di­ 
rectly to you. 


— And if any carelessness does 
lead to theft, report it a t once 
to the proper authorities. 


“ Keep track at all tim e* of your 
money and valuables, because it 
is practically impossible to steal 
from the person who is on the 
alert to protect what be values,” 
cautioned the chief.

brings out a swarm of amateur 
shoplifters, mostly women and chil­

Schools and Institutions, of hieher ed«»caHon, 
and the trustees. board members and legis­ 
lators resnonsihle for them , have a particular 
responsibility to ensure freedom of expression 
bv students, facultv and adm inistrators alike. 
W e must bring tin voim c m en and women 
tn believe in »he indiridal and to act uoon 
th at belief. There are subtle and pow erful 
pressures tow ard conform ity »n the economic, 
social, and political world. Thev must he re­ 
sisted so that differences of taste and oninion 
w ill rem ain a constructive force in im proving 
our societv. 
U nity of purpose m ust never he confuted 
w ith unanim itv of opinion. Vigorous contro­ 
versy and the acceptance of dissent as a nosi* 
five value will renew our strength and dem ­ 
onstrate to the w orld our calm confidence 
th a t truth and reason prevail in a free society. 
2. EQUALITY 
Vestiges of religious prejudice handicaps 
to wom en, and. most Important, discrimina­ 
tion on the basis of race must hr recognized 
as morally wrong, economical*»/ uostofid. and 
in m anu respects dangerous. In this decade 
w c m ust sharply lower these last stubborn 


barriers. 
Progress tow ard realizing these ideals in 
p ractice has been extraordinary. W e have 
ev er m ore closely approached a classless so­ 
ciety; there has been a revolution in the status 
o f w om en; education is more nearly available 
to all; most citizens have opportunities which 
a century ago w ere dream ed of by only a 


h andful. 
R espect for the individual means rrsvect 
for every individual. Eveny man and woman 
m ust have equal rights before the late, and 
canal opportunity to vote and hold of ice. to 
h r educated, to get a fob and to he prom oted 
w hen qualified, to buy a home, to participate 
fufbt 
in com m unity affairs. 
These 
goals, 
w hich arc at the core o f our tusfem , m ust be 
ach ieved b y action at all levels 
Prim arv responsibility rests w ith Individ­ 
uals. H abits of prejudice and fear of social 
anti economic pressure restrict em ploym ent 
opportunities and housing choices cause ex­ 
clusion from eating places hotels and rec­ 
reation facilities, and inhibit the free action 
of nublic officers. No American should re 
ma»n w ithin the grip of these habits and 


fears. 
T he right to vote is basic. Private pressures 
and discriminators- adm inistration of regis­ 
tration law s m ust not continue to obstruct it. 
P redom inant state control of voting qualifi­ 
cations is traditional: h ut if neccssarv the 
basic dem ocratic right to vote must take 


precedence. 
O ne role of governm ent is to stim ulate 
changes of attitude. Additional m unicipal 
state and federal legislation is essential. The 
federal governm ent should enforce tl*e prin­ 
ciple th at federal funds shall not he disbursed 
to em ployers w ho discrim inate on the ba&is

To preserve and perfect the dem ocratic pro­ 
cess in th e 'U fitted States is therefore a pri­ 
m an/ goal in this as in evert/ decade. 
T he dem ocratic process functions onlv 
w hen the individual accents his full responsi­ 
bility as a citizen bv forming considered op* 
inions on public nolicv and bv active oar- 
tiefnation in the choice of public representa­ 
tives. 
D em ocracy gives reality to our striving for 
equality. It is the expression of individual 
self-respect; it clears the w av for individual 
initiative, exercise of responsibility, and use 
of varied ta in ts . It is basic to the peaceful 
adjustm ent of differences of opinion. It must 
not he curtailed out of im patience to find 
quick solutions. 
T h e institutions of the federal governm ent 
req u ire im provement hut not drastic change. 
Tire conduct of the office of th e President 
and th e presence of high-qualitv people in 
key executive departm ents rem ain principal 
sources of effective policv-m aking and ad ­ 
m inistrative perform ance. 
C hanging times require that th e Congress 
reassess its procedures. M ultiple hearings 
upon Abe same issue b y several communities 
put an undue burden upon administrativ e off­ 
icers and legislators. Congress could he more 
effective by focusing its attention on the de­ 
term ination bv broad Policies. Legislation has 
becom e unduly detailed. C ongrersional com- 
m itees and their staffs too often encroach 
noon the adm inistrative function. In the in­ 
terests of efficiency and economy. Congress 
m ight well experim ent w ith an occasional 
hill authorizing the President to eliminate or 


reduce specific items, subject to reversal hv 


concurrent resolution. 
Im provem ent of the dem ocratic process 
requires a constantly better-inform ed public. 
Mass circulation periodicals have opportun­ 


ities beyond their current performance. Tele­ 
vision. although it has improved, can do 
better still in com m unicating serious ideas. 
In for too m anv com m unities newspapers 
are inadequate in their coverage of significant 
public affairs. T he problem of interesting 
and inform ing mass audiences, w hich most 
m edia must serve, is a constant challenge. 
The 
American people rem ain am ong the 
best inform ed in the world, hut their sources 


of inform ation m ust steadilv he enriched to 
cone w ith ever more complex problems. 
Priv ate interest groups exemulifv the rights 
of assem bly and petition. Tims, the function­ 
ing of pressure groups of manv kinds has 
becom e a part of our 
dem ocratic process. 
Special interest groups m ust operate legit­ 
imately. T he program of any particular 
group can he opposed most effectively by 
the formation of a counter group. T here is 
a need for m ore which represent broader 
interests such as consumers and taxpayers. 


T he vastly increased dem ands upon the 
fedcm l governm ent require at the higher 


levels m ore public servants equal in com pet* 
ence a nd inuieination to those in private 
Justness and the professions This involves 
a drastic increase in 
their compensation. 
The President should he given unequivocal 
authority’ and responsibility to develop a 
true senior civil service. T he executive branch 
must also place greater etnnhasis on the

Incorporation," and said they were 
opposed to incorporation due to the 
following proposals which he said 
are being mentioned as planned by 
some city proponents: 
—The new city plans to take 
“ over the water district, discharge 
the manager, and the district will 
be run by the city council. 
—A complete sewer system for 
the city. (On this subject the op­ 
ponents flash facts and figures 
which tell of great bonded indebt­ 
edness to the taxpayers.) 
—Installation of curbs and gut­ 
ters covering "several miles." 
No one has fold them how much 
it is going to cost to form a city 
or how much salaries of city em­ 
ployes will be.
